PRESENTED BY A CHICAGO MAN. 


The Ceremonies Witnessed by a Nom 


ber of Dlitlngulihed Guests—Speeth ot 
Bra. Chaniusey M. Depew, the Orator 
of the Day—Monument to the Confed- 
erate Dead of MUsiwilppl Unveiled at 
Jackson—Stars and Stripes. 
GALENA. His., June 3.—High on an emi- 


nence in the city that he once claimed as 
his home, almost casting its shadows in 
the setting sun over the old house that 
sheltered his family, during the period 
that at the very front he was fighting or 
directing the battles for the preservation 
of his country and the continuation of 
the Union, a magnificent monument to 
the memory of "The Old Commander," 
waa formally unveiled Wednesday with 
impressive services. An immense throng 
—the number was variously estimated at 
from 85,000 to 30.000 people—participated

in the function. Business was entirely 
suspended. In Dubuque the public schools 
were closed, and the people came en masse 
to Galena. Freeport and other eontigu-

ous cities were in similar accord. The 
pretty little city of Galena was literally 
swathed in bunting. 


Arrival of Distinguished Guests. 


Shortly after 12 o'clock two special 


trains from Chicago brought in a large 
number of distinguished guests. Among 
them were Hon. Chauncey M. Depew, of 
New York, the orator of the. day; ex-Gov- 
ernor and Mrs. Hoard, of Wisconsin; Gen. 
and Mrs. Nelson A. Miles; Judge and Mrs. 
Walter Q. Gresham; Johun Gelert, the 
sculptor of the monument; James W. 
Scott, of The Chicago Herald, to whose 
suggestion and energy is mainly due the 
existence of Grant park, the beautiful 
breathing <pot within which the monu- 
ment is located; Mrs. Scott; H. H. Kohl- 
saat, the donor of the monument; Senator 
Cullom; Senator Allison; Congressman 
Henderson, of Iowa; Judge Blodgett, and 
over two hundred others. With the Chi- 
cago delegation came the famous Fifteenth 
Regiment band from Fort Sheridan, and 
there were in the city no less than fifteen 
other musical organizations from various 
points of Illinois and Wisconsin, The dis- 
tinguished visitors were met at the depot 
by an immense crowd and heartily greeted. 


The Unveiling Ceremonies. 


Soon afterward the parade moved from 


the DeSoto house corner, over 3,000 Grand 
Army veterans, the visiting military, the 
civic organizations and a long array of 
citizens participating. On reaching the 
park the throng gathered itself around 
the monument and the orator and other 
distinguished guests took their places 
upon the platform. The "Star Spangled 
Banner" was rendered by the Fifteenth 
regiment band, and a fervent invocation 
was pronounced by Hev. W. D. Atchison, 
chaplain of the day. 
The bands then 


struck np "Hail to the Chief," and amidst 
a scene of enthusiasm little Miss Pauline 
Kohlsaat, daughter of the donor, gave a 
tag at the silken cord and the monument 
stood revealed in all its beauty. Ex-Gov- 
ernor Hoard, of Wisconsin, was intro- 
duced, and in behalf of Mr. Kohlsaat for- 
mally presented the statue to the city. A 
brief address of acceptance on behalf of 
the city was made by Park Commissioner 
McClennan, and after the band had ren- 
dered "America" Mr. Depew was Intro 
duced and enthusiastically greeted. 


Remark* by Mr. Depew. 


His oration was a masterly effort, even 


for so great an 01 .nor. Among other things 
he said: "Thirt;- ; - jrs ago your city of Ga- 
lena numbered among its citizens a man 
BO modest that IK- was little known in the 
community; a merchant so humble that bis 
activities were not felt in your business. 
Three years later his fame illumined the 
earth, and the calculations of every com 
mercial venture and of every constructive 
enterprise in the country were based upon 
tbe success or failure of his plans. He waa 
then supporting his family on $1,000 a year, 
and before the third anniversary of bis de- 
parture from your city he was spending 
14,000,000 a day for the preservation of the 
Union. 
One of the patriotic meetings, 


fiflnmnn at that period all over the north, 
was held here to sustain President Lincoln 
Jn hto call for 76,000 men to suppress the 


Ctesar, and Napoleon Bonaparte in the 
front rank. 
But 
each of them had 


learned the art of war by continued serv- 
ice and unequaled opportunities and dis- 
played the most brilliant qualities at every 
period of their achievements. 
Hannibal 


and Csesar hod won universal fame in the 
80's. Alexander died at 33, grieving be 
cause he had no more worlds to conqnes 
and Napoleon at 37, was master of Eu- 
rope. But Grant at 40, was an obscure 
leather merchant in Galena. As a cadet 
at West Point he had risen only just 
above the middle of his class. But the 
moment that the greatest responsibili 
ties were thrust upon him, and the fate 
of his country rested upon his shoulders, 
this indifferent 
farmer, business man, 


merchant, became the foremost figure ot 
the country. 


Signal Service Bendered. 


"The most signal service rendered by 


Grant to his country were at Appomatox 
and in his contest with President Johnson. 
The passions aroused by the civil war 
were most inflamed when the Conf edercav 
collapsed. Grief and vengeance are bad 
counselors. One serene intellect was pos- 
sessed of an intuition which was second to 
prophecy, and was clothed with power. 
He saw through the vindictive suggestions 
of the hour that the seceded states must be 
admitted to the Union, and their people 
vested with all the right of American citi- 
zenship and oli the privileges of state gov- 
ernment, or the war had been fought in 
vain. He sternly repressed the expressions 
of joy by his troops as the vanquished ene- 
my marched by, with his famous order, 
'The war is over, the rebels are our coun- 
trymen again, and the best sign ot rejoic- 
ing after the victory will be to abstain 
from all demonstration in the field.' 


Only One Great General. 


"There have been many presidents of the 


United States and the roll will be indefi- 
nitely extended. We have had a number 
of brilliant soldiers, but only one great 
general. The ionors of civil life could add 
nothing to the fame of Gen. Grant, and it 
has often been argued that his career in the 
presidency detracted from his reputation. 
Such .will not be the judgment of the im- 
partial historian. He was without experi- 
ence or training for public life, and unfa- 
miliar with politicians and their methods. 
The spoils system, from which he could 
not escape, nearly wrecked his first admin- 
istration. 
His mistakes were due to a 


quality which is the noblest of human vir- 
tues—loyalty to friends. 
Even at this 
short distance from scenes so vivid in our 
memories party rancor has lost its bitter- 
ness and blindness. 


The Associations of Home. 


"Gen. Grant was the product and repre 


sentative of the best element in our social 
life. Home and its associations have been 
the training and inspiration of our great- 
est »nd noblest men. They have come 
from qhe class which had neither poverty

Carried the Stars and Stripes. 


Next to the float came the officers ol 


the Ladies' Monument association, the 
organization under which the" monument 
had been erected. They were heartily 
cheered at every point. Then came dis- 
tinguished visitors from abroad, and 
Confederate veterans in carriages, organ- 
ized posts of Confederate veterans, and 
organized posts of Sons of Confederate 
veterans. The procession was two miles 
in length. 
The sidewalks 
throughout 


that distance were packed with people 
and volleys of cheers ran from block to 
block. The stars and stripes were carried 
at the head of every division and likewise 
floated from the top o£ the Capitol.. Side 
by side with them were carried many 
torn 
and tattered Confederate battle 


flags. A baker's dozen of brass bands 
furnished marching music. Now it was 
the "Star Spangled Banner," then "Yankee 
Doodle," then "Dixie." Twenty-one Miss- 
issippi companies and ten companies from 
toher states figured in the procession. 


The Monument Unveiled. 


When the grand stand was reached the 


exercises were opened with a fervent in- 
vocation, pronounced by Father F. A. 
Pichjeret, a distinguished Catholic priest 
of Vickslmrg and a Confederate veteran 
who had feers ed through the war as a 
chaplain. The monument, \\hich up to 
this time hud been draped in -n hito mus- 
lin, was then formally unveiled by Mrs. 
Margaret Davib Haynes, daughter of Jef 
ferson Davib, amidst prolonged applause, 
while the combined bands rendered the 
"Star Spangled Banner" and "Dixie." The 
Monument 
was formally presented by 


Miss Pallie B. Morgan, the presentation 
speech being mails by Hon. C. E. Hooker.

The bronze statue stands on a 
solid base of the Quincy grey granite, with 
a pedestal of polished red granite from 
Maine. On the front surface is the simple 
inscription: "Grant, Our Citizen." The 
statue represents Gen. Grant in citizen 
dress, standing. The likeness is excelL 
ent. 


REUNION OF CONFEDERATES. 


Cnvetling of a Monument to Mississippi'^ 


Confederate Dead. 


JACKSON, Miss., June 8.—Five years ot 


disinterested labor and effort on the part 
of .the women of Mississippi culminated 
Wednesday in the final unveiling of the 
monument to the Confederate dead of 
Mississippi. Early in the morning a re- 
ception was tendered to the Confederate 
veterans at the Capitol building. They 
were there in force and many comrades 
clasped hands who had not met since the 
close of the war. There were greetings 
warm and cordial, and many affecting 
scenes were enacted. Among the promi- 
nent veterans were: Governor Gordon, 
of Georgia, commander of the United Con- 
federate veterans; Gen. E. Kirby Smith, 
of Manassas fame; Gen. Cabell, a former 
Virginian, but now of Texas; Brig. Gen. 
J. M. Billups. and Governor Stone, of Mis- 
sissippi; Gen.' J. A. Smith, Col, W. D. 
Holder, and scores of others of lesser and 
greater renown. 


Gave the "Rebel Yell." 


At half past 10 o'clock, on the moment 


the big bell of the court house rang out the 
signal for the head of the procession to 
move, and while the "rebel yell" issued 
from thousands of strong lungs, ten com- 
panies of the Mississippi National guard 
wheeled around the corner and up the 
broad avenue. Behind the last company 
and drawn by ten white horses came a 
float carrying fifteen young ladies repre- 
senting the Southern Confederacy and the 
different states which composed it. Each 
bore aloft a beautiful banner with the 
names of tbe different states handsomely 
embroidered upon the center. Everyone 
was the daughter of a confederate veteran, 
and every one was more than fair to look 
upon, being regarded as a belle in her par- 
ticular state.

What;will be the effects of the trials for 


heresy that are so fashionable these days? 
It Is not necessary te inquire how those 
trials will affect the* accused. The imme- 
diate result to them is generally made 
known in a few days. The minister Is usu- 
ally found guilty and his connection with 
the ehnrch soon ceases. A minister who 
goes through one of these trials gets enough 
advertising to make him a good drawing 
card. He iods a following at his hand Who 
will see that he is never troubled for ma- 
terial things. He makes as much money 
as he ever did in his orthodox days. Heresy 
pays dividends In our times. 


Bnt what will be the effect of these trials 


on the churches, or Christianity? This is a 
pretty big question. Men who give it a 
great deal of study do not agree in their 
answers. The agnostic thinks that the de- 
velopments of the last few years mean the 
downfall of orthodoxy. Dr. Briggs got a 
slap in the face from the Presbyterians at 
Dstmit last week. Among other things 
Ingersoll says of this: 


"The Presbyterian church is on tbe to- 


boggan slide. The vote on Dr. Briggs was 
the beginning of the end. The men of 
thought are to be turned out Tbe ortho- 
dox will remain. The church will keep the 
settlings. Every little while the cream 
will be skimmed off, and what remains will 
grow thinner and thinner. 
"I dont think yon can call it heresy hunting. 


The game seems to be hunting the boater. 
Plenty are heretics nowadays. This is the 
result of growth. Dr. Briggs knows that 
the 'creed' is not in accord with the civiliza- 
tion of the nineteenth century, and so he 
took a step in advance. 'Twas only an 
inch, mind you, then the small, shriveled 
souls began to shout 'heresy.' Dr. Patten 
got Professor Swing out of the church, and 
now he seems to have been active in re- 
moving Dr. Briggs. I hope that all the 
heretics will be put out." 
a And then Ingersoll goes on to say that 
these heresy trials are an assurance that 
tbe old cieeds are dying. 


And then there comes upon the stage The 


Hebrew Journal, published in New York. 
It makes the following statement: 


"The present ferment of heresy indicates 


how strung Is the drifting away from those 
ideas which, by being imposed nppn Juda- 
ism, made what is known as Christianity, 
and also indicates a continuance of tbe 
movement toward a reversion to Judaism, 
which has been going on ever since the 
Humanists paved the way for the Reforma- 
tion." 


Ingersoll and this journal do not agree 


about the effects of the heresy trials. 


And then we can hear every day from the 


people who remain in the churches, and to 
whom a suspicion of heresy never attaches. 
They have something to say about the heresy 
trials. They insist that a ehnrch shows its 
strength by not hesitating, when a proper 
occasion arrives, to expel a brilliant and 
popular minister. They say that holding 
on to such a minister would be a confession 
on the part of the church that it was con- 
scious ot weakness. "A healthy growth 
absorbs a great deal; it retains all that as- 
sists in, building np, and,at the same time 
expels every weakening substance. It is 
the dead and rotting condition that takes 
the world as It comes and goes and never 
expels poisons." 


And now what do the heresy trial? 


mean? It seems that an answer to that 
question depends entirely upon what you 
are anxious for heresy to mean. So far they 
have been made to mean almost every thing. 
An ingenious fellow argued a few days ago 
that those trials portended the final defeat 
of the republican f party next year. 
You 


had just as well take this estimate as an; 
other that has been offered. And yet if 
" yon have any to offer yon are in a country 


and time where you may speak out 
The 


trials have at last had this effect, and it is 
one that is worth a great deal.
